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imaginary Refuge, in the SanFFuary of great Names, 
or great Judgements, found that the totall reſult 
amounts to no more, but a deluſive hope of ſecurity 
from the Contagious emiſſions of that Uni- 
verſall Baſilisk Detration ; Whoſe venome, in a 
proud confidence of Vittory , laughs at themoſt Vvigo- 
rous enzrgie of any the moſt ſacred Antidote, and from 
the infe&tion whereof he onely can bee-ſaved, that dares 
encounter it with Contempt. ;

tion, viz. that God,the ſupreme Good,did not,inthe Creation, 
confer upon the ingredients of the Vngnent, any ſuch natural 
vertue,and mumial Magnetiſm. 

This Magnetical remedy can, on no fide, be laid open to the 
encroachment of ſuſpe&; ſince, both in the confetio» and 


ſe, it hath no ſuperſtitious rites performed, it requires no | 


myſterious words, no charaQers, or impreſſes, no preftigious 
ceretgldgs,.: or vain obſervances conjoyned : It preſuppoſes 
no planefFfy hours, or puntilices of conſtellations, it pro-

Do thou 
therefore, O, Divine | great with a ſarcaſm, with deſign at 
leaſt to deteR and deride the Devil, make an experiment of 
the U»gzent, that ſo thou mayeſt deſtroy and totally aboliſh 
that implicit compatt with him ; nevertheleſs thou ſhglt, vc- 
lent or notent, without either direftion from, or obedience to 
thy will, finde the ſame effec reſult from thy application of ir, 
that uſually does upon ours ; which does not at all ſucceed 
.upon the conjunction of ſuperſtitious cauſes. 

Whoever reputes the agnerical Sanation of Wounds to

You may argue thus ; Every 
effe&either immedrarely proceeds from God, the ſoke Opera- 
tor. 'and'fo is's miracle ; or from Sarzn, and fo is prodigions ;:

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therefore Satanical. I anſwer ; Though I might, with great 
facility, declare this enumeration delivered, to be invalid, in 
regard the inward man hath a power of aQtivity, by none of 
the forementioned ways,{which, in the purſuit of our debate, 
we ſhall largely, and to ample farisfaQtion, treat of): yet. how- 
ever we now. witha dry foot, paſs by the aſſwmption, making it 
our chief task to deny and ſubvert the :#ferexce,namely in that 
part, whereby it is aſſerted, that the effec is not natural. For, 
by the rules of orderly and artificial diſputation, that was

For a diſeaſe 
is not undef the Predicament of ny : but all the Pre- 
dicaments are found in every patticular diſeaſe. Since indeed, 
it may be lawful to accommodate names tothings, but not things 
fo names. | | 

The Heliorropian or Soliſequous Flowers are wheeled about 
after the Sun, -by a certain Magnetiſm ; not for lis heat 
whoſe comfort they may long after; for in acloudy and 
cold day they imirare the rhythme of the Sun; nor for his 
lighr, are they the Lacqueis of the Sun; for in the dark 
night, when they have deſerted him, they face about from 
the Weſt, to the Eaſt.

Forthis Anima! , inallimilation © appropriates ro him- 
felfe onely this -numziall Spirit : and: hence is it in» Sacred 
Writ ſaid of the Eagle , My youth ſhall be renewed like an Ea- 
gfe. Inregard.the renovation of its youth.proceeds not from 
the bare cating the fleſh of''a carcaſe;;'' bur: from 'an-'Elixir 
or eſſentiall extract of the ſpirirbalſamicall;exquiſitely depu- 
rated and: refined-by a certaine ſingular digeſtion, or conec- 
Qive faculty proper only to this: Fowle :' for -0therwiſe Dogs, 
Ravens and Pies, would alfo receive-an equall benefit: of reju- 
veneſcence; which experience aſſures us to be falſe. 

You will ſay, we have travelled far-indeed to fereh home a 
reaſon to ſupport andiilluſtrate our XMagneri/me.

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lous ads of /arax I wil fay this further,that men which walk ia 
their ſleep,do by the condu of no other Zotor or guide,then 
that of the Spirit of the Bloud, that is of the outward was, 
walk up and downe, clime wals and pracipices, and performe 
many other actions difficult and impoſiible to men awake : I 
lay, by a magicall virtue naturall to the ontward war. That 
Saint Ambroſe was vijibly preſent at the exſequies of Saint 
Aartin,chough corporally at home in his owne Chamber ma- 
ny Leagues diſtant. Yet he was viſibly preſent at the celebra- 
tion of his holy brothers funerall ; in the vseble fpirir of the 
exteriour man,and no otherwiſe : for when many holy Fathers 
of the Church have ſeen the tranſaction of many ſecret and 
diſtant things, this hath been performed without the circum- 
ſcription of ume and place,in that ecfa/y which is only of. the 
internall man, by the /uperioxr powers of the ſoule , collected 
and twiſted into unity, and by an intelleftuall viſion , but not 
by a viſible preſence. For otherwiſe the /ow/e is never divorced 
from the body,unleſs in earneſt once and ever,and then is not 
capable of a reunion until the reſurretion: which reconnexi- 
on notwithſtanding is otherwiſe familiar and naturall to the 
ſpirit of the owrward mangivorced pro tempore in ſome ecſtaſy. 

In ſo-greata Paradox it can hardly ſuffice to erect a-firme 
building of belief upon one fingle pillar of reaſon : wherefore 
we COnceive it our r wo to frame @ ſecond baſis for the more 
ſubſtantiall ſupportment of our dodrine of Alagneriſme, and 
£0 advance to the explanation of that myſterious cauſe, by 
which this Iſagneticall alliciency is performed alſo betwixt 
bodies devoid of animation , not by any. Azimall, but a cer- 
taine Natzrall ſenſafron. Which that we may more ſeriouſly 
enterpriſe, and ſolidly performe , we-are obliged by way of 
przparation to premiſe an enquiry , what Satan canof his 
own power contribute to, and by what meanes he can coope- 
peratein the meerly nefarious and impious ations of :rches 
and'Conjwrators : tor from hence will it clearly appear, to 
what particular and juſt cauſe, whether Narwrall or Diabo- 
licall, every effec ariſing from abſtruſe originals, ought pro- 
perly to be aſcribed. And finally, what kinde of ſpiricualt 


power that is, which tends to andarrives at an object _— 
ve 
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ved at large diſtance: or what is the aQien, paſſion, and 


velitation of reactive encounter betwixt Narnarall Spirits: or 
wherein conſiſts the /aperiority aud prerogarive of man, aboxe 
other inferiour Creatures: and by conſequence; why dur 
Unguem compounded of human /dumics, ſhould alifo cure 
the wounds of hoſes. I ſhall. explain the matter by an ex-

T he firſt” Suppoſition. By 
Firſt, you ſhall take notice that $aras is tlie fworne and 
irreconciJeable enemy of mankznde, and fo accounted by,all, 
unleſſe any pleaſe to eſteem him a friend: and therefore -thar 
he doth moſt readily, without any the leaft hizficancy or neg- 
ligence, attempt and procure what miſchief ſoever lies within 
the reach of his malice or power againſt us. | | 


| T he ſecond ſappoſition. | 
Next you.ſhall obſerve, that although he be a mortall. ad-- 
verſary to Witches alfo, in ſo mach as 'tis efſenciall to; him to 
maintain amoſt deſtructive hoſtility. againſt all/.che Sons of 
Adam : yet in reſpe&tthey are his confeſt {laves., and' fworn- 
SubjeQts of his own black Kingdome, he never,unleſſe 2gainſt 
his will, and by compulſion, detec. them , never betrays 
them intorhe hands of the Magiſtrate,nor expoſes them to the- 
ſcorne- and reproches of other perſons;. and: that for- three 
rexſons, (1) Since he is the Grand+father of . pride, he: very; 
well knowes;. that by. the. detection ofhis.favorites-there- is 
much detrafted from his reputation, authority and dominion. 
(2) Since he is an.infatiate Nomred, = inplacable perfecuwr 
2 of. 
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of ſoules, he is not ignorant, that by the puniſhment- and 
flames, which juſtice inflits upon his Zanies,many other men, 
elſe willing and prompt to liſt themſelves in his" regiment, 
and fall' under his- juriſdigion, are diſcouraged, deterred; 
and quite .averted. (3) Becauſe he often obferves many a 
Witch, whom with an obtorſion or wreſting round of her 
neck, and ſecret ſtopping of her breath he could heartily wiſh 
to deſtroy, convened by her puniſhment, to become an Apo- 
ſtatefrom him, and'repenting at ſight of 'ithe flames, and by 
this meanes fnatched out of his clutches. EY 

From the former of our propoſitions I conclude,that Satay, 
if he were able fingly by his own power to. deſtroy man, 
whom the guilt of mortallſinne hath made obnoxious to the 
tyranny of death, would upon-no'motive whatever be induced: 
to ſuſpend and procraſtinate the'execution' or his deſtrucive- 
malice: but he dothinot, therefore he: cannot deſtroy him. 
But yet the /7tch doth very frequently murder man; and+ 
hence alſo it is clear, that the 7/3zch hath a power to deſtroy 
him, no otherwiſe thenan aſſaſize hath a power,at the liberty 
of his own will, ro cut the throat of him that 1s faHen into 
his:Hands: andtherefore'in this deteſtable aQtion there is a 
certain power peculiarly belonging to the Witch, which de- 


 pendsnotupon Sarar; and by conſequence Sataz is not the 


principal efficient and grand executor ,of the homicide ; for 
otherwiſe, if he were the prime execntor, he could in no re- 
ſpe ſtand in need of the Witch for a'Coadjurrix and Aſſiſt ent; 
but would ere this time; by his own fingle power, have cut 
off and ſwept mnto the grave the greateſt part of mankinde.: 
Moſt miſerable and deplorable indeed were the condition of 
the poſterity of Adam, which ſhould-lie in ſubjetion to fo 
horrid a tyranny, and ſtand'obnoxiousto the fate of his ar- 
bitrary cruelty : but we have the Almighty Preſerver of men, 
more faithfull in his: mercies towards us then to ſubjeR the 
workes of his own hands to the arbitrary dominion of Satay. 
Therefore in this impiors abt there is a certaine power clearly 
peculiar, and naturall "to the Witch, which proceeds not from 
Satan. | | | 

Moreover,what the nature,extent, and quality of this 114- 
gicall 
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gicall (yer naturall) power of the 7/:rch may be, we muſt ex- 
atly explore and/gravely conſider. It is manifeſt in the firſt 
place, that it is not any Corporeall ſtrength of the maſculine 
ſex; for there concurres not any forcible attraRion of the 
members of the body, and Firches are for the moſt part old, 
feeble and impotent women: Wherefore of neceſſity to the 
produRtion of this notable miſchiefe there muſt concurre ſome 
other. power, of. farre more vigour and activity then the 
ſtrength of the body; and yet purely »atzrallto man... This 
power therefore muſt be ambuſcadoed in that part, wherein 
we moſt nearly reſemble the mage of God. And although all 
pieces of the hexameron Creation doe in ſome” relation or 
other reprzſent that moſt ſacred and venerable image of the 
Creator: yet in regard man doth moſt elegantly, moſt properly 
and moſt exactly reflet that ſhadow» of Divinity, therefore 
doth the image of God ſhine more tranſcendent in man, and 
as Lord Paramount beare rule and exerciſe dominion over the 
repreſentative Divinity of all other Creatures. For haply by 
this przrogative all created Sublunaries are made ſubordinate 
to his royalcie, -and proſtituted at the ' feet of his Soveraign 
will. Wherefore if God execute his will, and” produce reall 
effeds per nutum, intuitively, and by the ſingle efficacy of his 
word : then mans alfo to make good his title of being the true 
mirrour or reprzſentative of the Dezty, -ought to enjoy-a 
power of doing ſome actions per-rum. For neither is that 
new, paradoxical! or troubleſome to our faith; nor peculiar 
onely to God himſelf : ſince Sar», the moſt vile and abje& of 
all Creatures, can alſo move ſolid and ponderous bodies-from 
place to place at pleaſure, onely per n»r#wm : for he hath no 
corporeall organs, no extremities, wherewith-to touch, locally 
move, or-aſſume any new body to himſelf.-- No leſfſe there- 
fore ought this priviledge to belong tothe inward man, in his 
ſpiritnall capacity; if we allow him to beare the image: of God, 
and that no idle and unactive one. /If we name this facul 
magicall, and this appellationſound harſh, and terrible in the 
eares of your ignorance;Fſhall not quarrel wichyyou, if. you 
pleaſe to denominate it a ſprrituall vigour or energie of the 
inward man:for wee are notat all ſollicitous about »ames,but 
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ever with as dire aneye of reafon. asI can, I look upon the 
zeality of the tage ſelf. This magical power therefore na- 
turally reſides in the 599w4rdmas: whether by this tithe you 
underſtand the /o/e or viradhſpirie of man, is now indifferent 
to us: ſince the inward man doth hold 2 certain correſpon- 
dence with the oz#rward in all things, which commercialt in- 
flux, thrivingand as it were glowing with a fervour of aQi- 
vity in a peculiar manner, 1s an appropriate diſpoſition and 
proportionate -propriety- On which ground it is neceffary, 
that this aGhive faculty be difleminated and diffuſed through 
the whole compoſitums of man : but.indeedin:the /oule, more 
np ac > and 12 fleſh:and bleak. far more remiſſe 
. The i:</{:Spirit imitha throne-of flea/& andblood,that” is the 
outward man, fits Viceroy to the S9x/e, and aQts by:her com- 
miſſion : and is the fame p/aſftick. ſprrer,vhich inthe ſeed 'com- 
prehends, contrives, and models. the: whole figure of man, 
that Magnificent firucure, limms ont all the lineaments and 
accurate adumbration of the parts, and underſtands the. prx-

vitall ſpirit of the witch , without the intervention of any 
other medizm, and anonthe whole witch (ſince not the body, 
708 SINE 2.

ted with the unſufferable pains and cruelty of the fire ; which 
truly could by no meanes happen, unleſle there preceded a 
conjunQion or reciprocal! intercourſe of -the fpirir of the 
Witch, with the ſpirit of the horſe. For the. horſe after 
ſtrangulation retaines a certain mnmiall virtze (fol call it, 
whenever the virtue of the vitall neQar, or blood, is con- 
fermentate with the fleſh ) which is the originary, implantare 
fpirir, ſuch as is never found reſident in bodies, that are ex- 
tin by voluntary deaths in any chronique diſeaſe, or other 
araxy, irregularity, or difruption of the inferiour harmony; 
that is the temperament of the body : towhich the irirof 


the Witchis affociared, as joynt commiſſioner. - In the reak- 


ing and yet panting heart therefore, the fpirir of the Witch, 
before it ſhall, by the difſolution of the ng confpiracie, 
or divorce of the united ſpirits by putrefaRion, have returned 
backe into her boſome, is impriſoned and held captive, and 
the retreat of it prevented by the arrow transfixed, and by 
the torrefaQtion of both ſpirits opether : and hence comes it 
to paſſe, that the witch is afflicted 'and'throwne into a_ horrid 
agony in her /enſarive oo.

of the mumy of a dog, and really transfers that dileaſe, 
which was before ſeated in the phanſie and aſtrality of the ex- 
crementitious impurities in the patient , into the dog that 
devoursit; forno other reaſon, bur this, that the magnetiſm 


cannot-be advanced to perfe&ion of operation , without 


the interceſſion of the balſam of the #»gzent. We have ob- 
ſerved, if it happen that the wounded party hath received 
many wounds at once, that it ſufficeth to have the blood 
effuſed out of any one of the wounds ; and that by the ſingle 


application of that blood, all the other wounds are cured 


rogether : becauſe that blood obſerves a correſpondence and 
ſympathetical concordance with the ſpirit of the whole man, 
and from the ſame educeth the offenſive extraneous quality, 
communicated not onely to the lips of the wound, bur alfo 
to the whole body ; for from one wound there ordinarily is 
kindled an univerſal fever throughout the whole body © 
man. , 

Hitherto have I ſuſpended the revealment of a grand my- 
Ntery ; namely, to bring it home to the hand of reaſon, that 
1n man therefits enthroned 2 noble exergy, whereby he .is en- 
dowed with a capacity to aQ extre ſe, without and beyond 
the narrow territories of himſelf, onely per »nt#m, by his 
ſingle beck, and by the natural magick of his phax/ic, and to 
tranſmit a ſubtil and inviſible v5rr&e, a certain influence, that 
doth afterward ſubliftand perſevere per ſe, and:operate upon 
an obje& removed at very large diſtance : by the diſcovery 
of which ſole myſtery, all that we have hitherto treated, cor- 
cerning the ideal entity, conveyed in the arms of a ſpiritual 
emanation, and fallying abroad to execute the mandates of 
the will, concerning the magner:/me.of all Creatures, proceed- 
ing as well from humane pharfee, as from the native and pe- 
culiar phanfie of every thing, and alſo concerning the »:4gical 
ſuperiority of man over all other ſublunary bodies, will receive 
illuſtration, and ſhine bright-in the eye of our underſtanding. 
Tis a meridian truth, tog clear to be eclipſed by controverſie, 
that of ſteel there may be made a needle, which invigorated 
by the confriftion of a loadſtone, doth point out the pole to 
| Sy 2 
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'Seamen : bur in vain is the ſteel hammered into a needle, and 


placed at free range in the navigatory Compaſs, to level at 
the north Star, unleſs there hath preceded a fit and requiſite 
affriction of the loadſtone. Which affertions ſince they band 
loud enough to pierce the ears'of the deafeſt increduliry, it 
remains convenient, that we frame and qualifie a Mariners 
needle, /o/s n«tx, onely by the magnetiſm of our phanſie, and 
magick of int#ition. On the anvil therefore, whereon the 
ſteel is hammered into a figure of a needle, let the north 
point be chalked out, and that 'in a ſtrait line : then ſtand 
you, when you play the Vulcan, with your back to the north, 


that ſo when the ſteel is beating under the hammer, you may 


draw it out into a needle towards your ſelf and the north : 
I ſay therefore, that ſuch a needle, thus poſitionally and intu- 
ztirely framed, will acquire a vigorous po/arity,and punually 
obſerve the north Star, without any forein impregnation or 
magnetica]"infufion, and indeed without any variation, to 
which the ordinary needles invigorated by the loadſtone are 
fubjed, which carries with it a very great myſtery. Moreover 
that needle, which is made upon the foreſaid line, by chance, 
and without the kzowledg or inreation of the Fabricator, con- 
tinues bare ſteel, devoid of all verticity, and direQs not to the 
pole. Hence is it a natural Conſequence, that the imagination 
of the Fabricator, inthe very moment of the needles nativity, 
when the glowing heat of the fire is ſomewhat abated,and the 
ſteel but obſcurely red, doth impreſs this magnetical facniry 
into the ſteel needle, as a convenient and appropriate ſubjeq, 
Not that the celeftial orbs do, in that punAilio of time; in- 
fuſe the verticity ; for then it would defend and be imprefſed 
upon the ſteel, without the intention, conſent or obſervance 
of the ſmith ; which cannot fatisfhie experience: for if the 
Stars did tranſmit their influence at ſome certain hour, and in 


fome determinate poſition, then might the Chara#eriftical 


and figillary ſcience of the celeſtial orbs be allowed to put on 
triumphant wreaths, which we paſs by. 

But that Conſtellation which deſcends upon the ſteel (and 
it may be upon every magical image and ſeal) is derived 
from the Aficrecoſmical Heaven, that is, from our own 

Olympus:

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Olymprs : vain and unſucceſsful therefore have been thoſe 
Magical ſeals and pentacles, which were not framed and con- 


figurated by the magician in an high ecaſie and exaltation of _ 


his phanſie : for all inferior Enrities and Phanſies are com- 


pelled to do homage to the tranſcendent magick of ours, by 


which PO Sapiens dominabitur aftris, a wiſeman ſhall 
regulate and countermand the influence of the Stars, to the 
dominion of whoſe ſceptre the Parent of Nature bath ſubjeQ- 
ed whatever is contained in the vaſt Amphitheatre of Heaven. 
What we have here alleaged concerning the phanſie impref(- 
ſing a verticity uponthe ſteel, as we have learned from the 
authentick teſtimony of many judicions pens, and from our 
own frequent experience : ſo may it be confirmed ten thou- 
ſand times to the obſervation of any whoſe curioſity ſhall en- 
cline him to the eafie trouble of the experiment. Thus the 
leaves of Afarum, and the tops of Elder, ſubmit and conform 
unto the phanſie of the decerptor, who impreſſeth upon the 
plant, and the plant upon the leaves a magnerical virtue, 
whichin operation ſhall juſtly reſpond to the poſition of the 
hand that gathered them : whenotherwiſe, the leaf being 


\ decoded: (as the needle heat again in the fire) and given ina 


-potion, the virtue of the phanſie impreſſed upon it would of 
neceſfity periſh, if the agneri/m were not cheriſhed and 
maintained-from the integral plant. That the blood of any 
Animal decocted and ready cooked for the trencher,doth yet 
contain the /ox/ of that Animal, is true: but that virtue doth 
not depend upon the impreſſion of hnmaze and forein phanſie, 
but ariſeth immediately from the proper endowment of its 


own phanſie. By the ſame reaſon alſo doth a dart thruſt

witch, and twiſteth it together with the m»m'al ſpirit of the 
kerſe, that ſo both may be torrified together, and by that-tor- 
ment, as by a ſharp goad, the witch may be driven to betray 
her ſelf : and thatar length, by the juſtice of the magiſtrate, 


-the baſe miſcreant, deteſtable roGoa, and pernicious to man, 


may be eternally exiled from the converſation of mortals, and 


cut off, aecording to the Law of God. Forif the operation be 
bas? S$ 3 determined 
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determined to any external objeft, the magical ſoul doth never 
atrempr it without a convenient medium : and for this reaſon 
ſhe makes uſe of the dart or nail transfixed through the 
heart. : | , 

Now this poſition, that man is endowed with a power of 
aQins, per 7»rum, Or moving any objeR at remote diſtance, 
being proved by convictiveevidence: it is alſo ſufficiently con- 
——_ by the fame natural example, that this tranſcendent 
energy was conferred upon him by the wiſe indulgence of his 
Creator ; and therefore, by the Charter of his Nature, doth 
juſtly belong unto him. Their conjecure hath ever had a 
ſtrong haurgouſt of abſurdity, who have hitherto conceived, 


that Saran hath moved, altered, and tranſported any thing, 


and really applied A#ives to Paſſives in locomotion, onely per 
utzm; while they have taken for granted, that the Devil 
was the firſt and grand Motor inthe forementioned motions, 


that by thoſe corporeal extremities requiſite to contation, he 
- could violently ſnatch away, tranſmit, or any way move, at 


leaſt an acreal! body (which they fondly imagine) though 
deſtitute of a ſoul. Abſurd, I fay, is 1t eo belive; Sr pa 
ſince his exile from the preſence (I mean , the merciful 
influence) of Divixity, and fall from the glory of his own 
effence, doth fill retain a wagical dignity, whereby he can 
really a&t upon any natural ſubje&, and produce what effet 
ſoever he pleaſe, onely by :=rarion,. becauſe in the primitive 
excellence of his once Angelical nature, he received fuch an 


endowment : bur rhat the ſame prerogative was taken from, 


and ever fince denied unto man, and given to the Devil, the 
moſt vile and deſpicable of Creatures: and that if there be 
uny ſuch real effects performed by man, they are to be aſcribed 
to a ſervile compe# with the deml. Open the eyes of your 
reaſon : for Satan hath hitherto proudly rrumphed in your 
ſo great and fo dangerous ignorance, with ſo high content, as 
if you had made his altars ſmoke with the grateful incenſe of 
#lory and dignity, and deveſted your felf of your own native 
prerogative, pulled out your own eyes, and offered them in 
ſacrifice to him. 

We have faid, that every magical virtue doth ke dorwaxr, 


and 
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and wart excitation : which holds pony erue, if the 
objeA, npon which the energy 1s diſcharged, be not neerly 
difpoſed and qualified to admit it jf the phanhe of it doth not 
promptly conform unto the impreſſion of the gens, or alſo 
if the Parsent be equal in ſtrength, or ſuperior to the Agent. 
But on the contrary,where the objeR is conveniently,proxim- 
ly, and obediently qualified to entertain the magical. influx, 
as ſteel is to receive the magnetical infufion of 4 loadſtone ; 
or plainly weak, and conſciousto it ſelf (as are the homicide, 
adutterer, theif, and witch) there the pariere, without much 
excitation, the ſole phanſic of the antward man being deduced 
into aQion. and adliged to any convenient #edi»m,atthe fGirft 
aſſanlit ſurrenders its ſelf, and obeys the Magnetiſm. 1 Gy, 
the magician ever makes uſe of a medians : for thus, unleſs 
a pregnant woman hath extended herhand to her own thigh, 
forehead, or buttocks, the infant in her womb ſhall never 
be ſtigmatized iv his thigh, forehead, or buttacks. ' Thus do 
the words or forms of Sacrements ever operate : becauſe ex 
ere operato, from the work performed. But why exorci/ws 
q not alway ſucceed in their operations; the defeR is not ja 
God,” biit onely becauſe the wnexalred and danke xcited. minde 
of the Exoreijt doth blant the edg of theChann, and render 
the words invalid and ineffectual. For which reaſon, no 
man can be a happy and perfe& Exorcz/t, but he, who hath 
learned the art to excite the Afagick, of his own phanſee ; 
or by praQtiſe can do it ecfarically , without that knowy 
teds.

By may be you! ſay, that our 4rwary anguent acquires nf 
other magneticat yirue, then that which redounds ro it from 
the phanjie of him that campounds x : you aremiſtaken.How- 
ever, ſhould we allow you that exxor fox truth, your cauſe 
could receive no ſupport or-advantagethereby;ſineerhen ho 
would implicitety confeſs the effert not- to be aſcribed 59:

3, our diſhke of innovating the receipt, tacitely been injurious 
to the juſt freedom of any judicious pen, in making ſober 
enquiries, profitable enlargements, and modeſt corrections 
of any piece delivered down from the-hand of more antient 
Learning; for the happy induſtry of our Forefathers hath 
not precluded, but opened the door of Exploration, and 
ourſight muſt needs be confeſſed weaker, if ſtanding upon

rality of their natures, they were nothing but Compoſitions, 
amaſſed out of the ſeeds of Fartar. And to fo high a pitch of 
impudence bath this error-flown, - that men dare imagine 
Tartar in the very marrow of Animals ; which yet they allow 
incoagulable, nor did ever Parace!ſns finde any where; but in 
his own wilde imagination.” And ſo the reſult of all is, that 
he fails upon a manifeſt contradition, making Tartar to be 
no Tartar, that is uncapable of Coagulation : ſo that, 
not  onely every coagulable* and ſolid body , but alſo every 
liquid ſubſtance, that is every created nature, ſubject to the 
influence of the lower orbs, would be nothing but m_ by 
ES vine

divine Vengeance, deſtined to the puniſhment of the. firſt ſin. 
No ſooner hath the {»ft ſuffered Fermentation, parted with 
its former ſweetneſs, and aſſumed the perfeQtion and digni- 
ties of Wine, but the whole Maſs of Tertenity, the Lees; fatls 
to the bottom of the veſſel ; and then begins the new made 
Acidity of the Wine, in the circumference, to execute its 
power diſſolutive, on the earthly reſidence in the bot- 
rome. | 

For the more eſſential portion of the Wine, the ſpiritual 
Ne&ar, by a gentle and gradual concentration, crowding in- 
to the middle, forſakes the proteRion of the ſuperficial round 
of the Liquor : This done, and the extremity of the Wine 
thus deſtitute of Vitality and radical heat, ſoon grows acide, 
and not meeting with any fit obje& neer it, whereon to dif- 
charge its aQivity, but onely the dregs in the loweſt region 
of the Wine, immediately aſſaults them, and by degrees 
diſſolves them : And thus the Acidity is both confirmed and 
inlarged. | 

But fince every Acidum, by reaſon of its corroding Energy, 
doth operate in a perpetual Ebullition : hence is it, that that 
Acidity, which had dived: to the bottom, when it hath opera- 
ted on the Lees, doth reaſcend from thence, and fix it ſelf ina 
higher manſion, the circumſtance of the veſſel. And for this 
cauſe, is the generation of Tartar done, by (ucceſſive, gradual, 
and ſlow motions. For the ſame reaſon alſo cannot Tartar be 
concreted and affixed to the bottom ; hindered by that in- 
quietude, and tumultuation of perpetual Ebullition. Hence 
is it, that rich and generous Wines, being not eaſily ſubje to 
this deſtitution of ſpirits, unleſs on an aſſault of intenſe cold, 
do not ſoon grow acide, nor yeeld any conſiderable quantity 
of Tartar. | þF 

But old Rheniſh Wines eaſily pall, -grow fick, and looſe 
their grateful and vigorous taſte ; in regard their aRtivity of 
eagerneſs is, for the moſt part, devoured by their Lees; and 
yetthey continue wholſom and friendly to the ſtomach, in 
that their ſpirits are not exhauſted to an equal proportion of 
their dregs and acidity. But red French Wines,unlefs nouriſhe 
by their Lees, (which for this effet, Vintners call, the 
Y Aother,, 
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Adopher,. or Narſ(e of. Glaret) diſſolve their own TinQure, 


continually preying on it by their fubtilty and eagerneſs. And 


this.is. the cauſe, why, Chret Wines, if. not very rich, and ex- 
cellently vigorous, at:the age of two yeers grow pate and dif- 
coloured.: - For the TinAure of Wines, is a. ſubſtance fami- 
karly fubjeto ſeparation. But ſtreng, generous, and fpiri- 
tyal red Wines, in_that they more ſlowly grow acide, hold 
good to the age of many yeers. On the contrary, ſmall

The body of man, accepted under that diſtin notion, 
cannot give to itfelf the figure-of..a man;- and therefore hath 
need of an external $cxlpror or Delineator, which ſhould be 
ſecretly ambuſcadoed- in-the material maſs of the ſeed, and 
deſcend upon it from above. Yet this, info much as it-is of 
a _materialcondition, and far below.the fineneſs of a ſpiritual 
natare, cannot derive. the plaſtick or conformative. virtue-ng 
more from :it. ſelf, - then from:the: groſs: maſs of 'the body ; 
neceſſary it is therefore, that there be ſome precedent or elder 
principle, which muſt-be wholly and purely immaterial, yer 
real, and operative, . to which may be juſtly attributed the 
power. of figuration or delineation; by. a ſigillary impreflisn 
npon.the-Archews,, or Regent Spirit.of the Seed. Fhe Soul 
of the Genitor, therefore, when it deſcends to viſit and relieve 


the, inferior faculties,and makes a;provreſs ta furvey the Seed, 


ina paroxyſm of 'carnality,' doth upon theniafs of feed, .en- 
grave and adumbrate the impreſs and figure of ir /elf, (which;

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in ſober truth, is the onely cauſe of the feecundity of ſeeds) | 


and thence” is that comely and magnificent ſtracure of the 
Infant, Otherwiſe if the Soul: were: not figurated, but the 
figure of the body did arife ſpontaneouſly : a father maimed 
in any one member. could not beget a ſon but maimed in the 


fame member; in regard the body of the Genzeraxt hath loſt 
its primitive integrity, and isbecome imperfeq, at leaſt in the 


i1nplantare ſpirit of that member, If :therefore the figure be 


impreſſed uponthe ſeed; undoubtedly it muſt 'receive that 


image or model from ſome other wore vital and elder principle, 


 aliento it ſelf. Butif the foul impreſs that figure upon the 


ſeed, ſhe will not counterfeit an exotick, or ſtrange image ; 
but accurately pourtray the fimilitude of her ſelf. For by 
this means alfo Beaſts,' by the ſouls modelling of her own 
pifture, conſtantly maintain their ſpecies. And although 
the »wixde of man, if we relate'to its onginal, far tranſcend the 
Lawsof Natwre; yet by the fame method or way, whereb 

it firſt entred the portal of Nature, was incorporated and aſ- 
ſociateil to her, it is conſtrained to:progrefs in traducion, and 
is conſtantly adliged to the obſervance of her rules and pre- 
ſcriptions; in this reſpeA, That the progreſs and end of viral 

nerations #4 always univacal, 

Nor otherwife could it want many and grofs abſurdities; 
that | a an operation, as is the generation of man; 
ſhoufi þe performed without the conſent and cooperation of 
TtheiSoul. Which if it be thus, it is alſo of inevitable neceſſi- 
ty; that the fcecundity be given to the ſeed by the Soul, by 
the communication 'of its figure, and other vital determing- 
tions fequi ite to fpectfication. Which verily: doth not eome 
9! pafs-otherwiſe,; then! by the ſigiltarion or engravement of 
the Soul upon the feed; whereby the:mattet of the ſeed doth 
ohtain a requiſite maturity and adambrated figure : that at 
lengthit may acquire from the Creator the formal [5pbt of life, 
or foul of its. ſpecies , whoſe ſimilitude 15! exprefled' in the 
ogy ery pra 

| Moreover, arys ng ir as matter of Faith, that'our 
ſoul is a puritual ſubſtance, that ſhall never know annihilati- 
on; the fabrication of which ſubſtance out of ar. 
ongeth 
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longeth to the Almighty God alone. Who fince he hath 
vouchſafed to adopt onely the foul of man to the Image of 
himſelf: it appears alfo a genuine conſequence, that the im- 
menſe and ineffable God us alfo of humane figure ; and that by 
an argument drawn 4 poſterior, if arguments be of any vali- 
dity in this incomprehenſible fubjeR. Since the body is like 
wax, whereupon the impreſtion of the image of the Soul is 
imprinted : but the Soul hach her image and effencial per- 
fefion from him, whoſe ſtamp or fimilicude the wears. But 
on conſideration that the body of man doth frequently be- 
come ſubje to mutilation and monſtroſity ; hence have moſt 
Divines conceived that the glorious Image of che Dexty is 
wholly confiftent in the Rational Facnlty : not at all confider- 
ing, that the repreſentative Divinity of mandoth ina more 
perfect and "_ relation confift inche Soul, and ſo in the 
Body formed after the exemplary charader of the Soul; nos 


perpending, that the Rational Faculty is but Hazdmaid and 


fubſervient tothe nrele#, .no part at alt of its effence, nor 
adliged to it by the infeparability of union; or identity : 
which we have tofatisfattion demonſtrated ir our Treatiſe, of 


the YVenation of - Sciences. Now if any error bein the confirm» - 


tion of the body, inthe womb of the Conceptrix : that error 


is not adſcriptive to.any imperfection. of the _—_—— God'; . 


but to the incapacity of. the material principles, and other ex- 


rernal cauſes, invading the Plaſtick, virtue of the ſeed, and. 


perverting its: exact- de/ixeation: of the parts. Bur the more 
Learned number of Chriſtians doth hold ir of Faith, that the 


Soul doth proximly expreſs the Image of the 7rin-une God, 


in the z-1ivocal fmplicity of her ſubſtance , and the Trinity of 
her Faculties, namely, the ire/left, Will, and Aemory. Which 
analogy ever ſounded, in the ears. of my reaſon, ſo ridiculous 


and empty as an'old wives dream ; and improper to-make - 
So0d the proxime, ſingular, and excellent reflex of the Gods - 


head inthe Soul: ſince the term, mage, doth include a ſimi- 
lieude of Efe:ce and Figure, and nor enely' a bare parity:of 


xumbers. A gaw; if the Soul, .inherſwbſtance, repreſenrthe : 


thrice ſacred Dezty; but the Harele8; 137i), and demary: re 


fie the Trmit) of Paxſons: neceſfiry it is that theſe three- 


taculries 
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facnlties are not proprieties, or accidents of the Soul ; bur the 
very #nivocal ſubſtance of the minde; or elſe, that the pour- 
tracture doth ill quadrate and reſpond to the Prototype, or 
prime exemplar, whoſe image itis beleeved to be. I conſider- 
ed moreover, - that not onely the minde of man, but even the 
whole man was framed after the Image of God ; and that it 
was a bloody abſurdity to compare the perſons of the 7; rinity 
to the HMemery, or Will: fince no perſon of the moſt- Hoty 
Godbheed, can in any latitude of reſemblance, repreſent the 
will, nor the #/i{/ the Perſox, none the Memory, or the Me- 
mory none; as alſo that no one, ſeparated from the other two, 
can hold any analogy to the /re#cft, And then, that the 
three faculties of the Soul are ever accepted under the notion: 
of Accidents: but, inſooth, Arcidenrs fall ſhort of expreſs. 
ling the Image, in any neerer relation, then the naked 7ernary 
of :2walifications, heaped together upon the ſubſtance of the 
Soul. In which ſenſe, the Soul doth expreſs the /mage of God 
far leſs, then any the imalleſt piece of wood : which by retro- 
grade Axaly/5 or reſolution of it ſelf into its primitive En- 
tities, holdeth forth, Sal, Sm/phere, and Merenry : and nor 
onely (as the Minde in the forementianed ſimilitude, credited 
_ e vulgar) three diverſe proprieties, or a naked Ternary 
of accidents, For every Wood hath three ſeveral ſubſtances, 
compriſed under the unity of the concretion, diſtin in the 
ſuppoſed Eſſences of their principles; but concurring in the 
compoſition: of the whole, they make onely the ſingle ſub- 
ſtance of Wood, ' | 
T axleru: hath divided the Soul, not into three faculties, -but 
two diſtin parts, viz, the inferior or outward, which by 
peculiarity. of appellation he denominates the Soul ; and 
the Szperior or 3wward:, which he entitleth the profundity 
of the Soul, or Spirit; in which he affirmeth the Image of 
God to be comprehended, ſince therein is ſeated the King- 
dom of Heaven , 'and therefore the Devil can obtain no ac- 
ceſs unto it. And to. each of theſe parts he hath aſſigned 
ſeveral a#- and proprieties mutually- diſtin each from other. 
But-alas ! this holy man expungeth char imple bomageneiry 
of the Soul, wherein ſhe ought principally to _—_ = 
mmilitude 
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fimilitude of the Deity : or at leaſt hath hitherto 'denied the 
Itnage of God to be propagated and diffuſed through, not 
onely the whole man, but even through the whole Soul. 
Verily,the ears of my Faith are not eafily opento this Doarine 
of the Dxality of the immortal Soul ; nor the alterity of 
thoſe two parts : eſpecially when in her eſſence;,the Soul ought 


to refemble the Image of the moſt ſimple D:vize Nature. 1 - 


ſhould much rather aſſent, that the minde of man doth car 
the reſemblance of the moſt immenſe Godhead, in the moſt 
ſimple unity, and indiviſible Homogeneiry of ſpirir, under rhe 
{ymbol of immortality, of indiſſolution, and identity, beyond all 
connexion or alterity. Wherefore my aſſertion is,that the glo- 
rious mage of God is neither ſeparate, nor ſeparable from the 
Soul ; bur the very mnde is the very Image of God, fully ſo 
intimate to the Soul, as the Soul is to her ſelf, that is,the mage 
of God is the Soul of the Sords eſſence : and for that reaſon, that 
no ſober head can conceive or expreſs any the leaſt analo 
eſſential betwixt the ſupream increated Zxs, andthe ſoul of 
man ; ſince the nature of Divi» is wholly incomprehen- 
ſibte, and the moſt ſubtile —_ Can never finde any cha- 
racer of identity and unity with God, impreſſed upon the 
minde, whereon the ſimilitude ſhould be founded. Sufficient 
it is, that the mindeis a ſpirit, dearly beloved of God, homo- 
geneous, ſimple, immortal, created after the Image of the 
immenſe Deity, a ſingle Es, to which death can adde, and 
from which Death can detra& nothing that is proper and ge- 
nial unto it in the eſſence of its ſimplicity. And in regard the 
Soul, in the primitive conſtitution and deſtination of itse{- 
ſence, is participant of beatitnude : therefore is damnation-fu- 
pervenient to 1t by accident, beſides the originary decree of 
Creation, by reaſon of a ſucceeding defeRion. = 
This Semideity,the Soul, thus nobly enriched with ſcience, 
when once enfranchized from her priſon, the body, doth then 
for ever fuſpend all uſe of »emory, and no longer makes uſe 
of the tedious induRion of Reminiſcence, intuition of place; 
or duration ; but being fingle, in chat homogeneal ſimplicity 
comprehendeth all- things. For which reaſon, ſhould iany 
Memory remain to the Soul, _ her flight from Earth, - 
a wou 
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would of neceſſity be not onely fruſtraneous and uſeleſs, but 
burdenſom : when ic muſt eclipſe her tranſcendent aQual in- 
relletion. And from Rexpini/cence muſt ariſe the ſame incon- 
venience ; fince that can never be invitedinto aR, but by the 
circumambages and complex diſcourſe of Reaſon ; and there- 
fore it poſſeſſeth no room in Eternity ;- where in the full pro- 
ſpe of verity, without being ſubje to declination, defati- 
ationor defeR, the ſoul ſtanderh exalted far above the nece(- 
ny of Recognition. The inference is, that the Soul muſt be 
conſtituted 1n beatitude (underſtand, in her primitive deſtina- 
tion) without the conjunQion of the forementioned 7ernary 
of Faculties ; and fo in that analogy cannot reſemble the 
Image of the incomprehenſible Dezzz, for the ſole repreſenta- 
tion whereof ſhe was created. Yea, upon a more intimate 
ſcrutiny, I do not finde the Memory to be any ſingular and 
diſtin power of the Soul: but onely the bare manner of 
recognition. For ſuch, who have ſhallow memories, to relieve 
this infirmity do, by the help of the imagination (Vicegerent 
to the inrele) contrive for themſelves an artificial memory, 
and that far more retentive then otherwiſe their natural me- 
mory could have been. | 
Moreover, the #:/! alfo taketh an eternal farewel of the 
Sont in death : why, becaule it is not eſſential, but: acci- 
<dentally advenient tothe Sow/. Since God, fo ſoon as he had 
finiſhed his Creation of man, conſtituted him in the abſolute 
power of his own Free#ill;, which in ſober truth, accord- 
ing to my apprehenGon, doth plainly import, that the wi 
is not, by any peculiar manner, eſſextia/ tothe Soul, from the 
firſt of her Creation; but onely annexed to her, by way of 
conceſſion, or eruſt, as a talent to the hand of a ſervant ; to 
this end, that mag might have free power to chooſe what path 
beſt liked him, to unravel his life in. Otherwiſe I deny not, 
but inthe whole ſcene of things, there can be no one more 
peraicions then a free and unregulated will, as being that 
y, which jntroduceth all variance and diſcord betwixt 
zod and man} This fro, therefore; muſt be for ever exiled 
from the beatitade: of Ererniry : for the {ibercy of willing 
being taken away; the ww it ſelf doth alſo of neceſlity periſh ; 
- ; _ 
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and of vhat uſe: can the power of Yoliriorbe, when there is 
no: Longer cemaining any occaſion to will + And on this bafis 


the Schootwmen found their doArine, chat: iyHearenthe wit & 


confirmed, or rather wholly evacuated by dearh : that is, the 
beatified Souls in Paradiſe, have no power to will, nor will to 
will, but what is conform ro the will of the higheft ; and thoſe 
who are compleat in Charity and Glory, retain no power of 
willing any thing which is not of Charity. The Will there- 
fore expires, when the liberty of Volition is diflolved ; and 
by ſequel, the Will can be no eſſential, but remporary and 
cadxce power of the Soul ; fince it cannot be of uſe or ad- 
vantage to that Soul, which in the conſummation of beati- 
tude and higheſt fruition, hath ſuffered an utter evacuation 
of defire and hope : when it can no more be deduced into a&, 
but muſt be a bare oprtario7, which cannot be admitted in the 
ſtate of bliſs, where is a full ſatiety and abundant poſſeſſion 
of all deſiderable good. Sufficient let it be for us ; by the 
power of Volition in this life, totheſaurize, or make proviſion 
for the life co-come. |

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underſtood: And ſo the Soul, fince ſhe is therepreſentative 
of God, dothalſo admit no accidenr:in her nature: but her 
whole ſubſtancemuſt be a ſimple light, and the very intelleR. 
Foras ſmoak aſcending from flame, ts in figure and matter the 
fame thing with flame : even ſo the Soxl i the naked, pure, and

So that as the eye doth behold nothing more truly, and more 
neerly then the Sun, and all other objets by the Sun: ' even 
ſo the beatified Soul nnderſtandeth nothing more neerly then 
that /ight, by whoſe eradiation ſhe is illuminated, . and upon 
which ſhe doth totally and immediately depend. And as the 
eye of our body cannot endure to gaze-upon the exceſſive 
luſtre of the Sun: ſo cannot the Soul by intelletion com- 
prehend theglorious Eſſence of God, much leſs while, in'this 
vale of ignorance, ſhe ſtands obliged to the obſcure mediati- 
on of her tranſitory Facs/ties..

Wine : in regard theſe are Heterogeneal Facaltirs of the 
ſenſtive Soul, ſeated in diſtin provinces of the body, and 
fubjec to intenſion and remiffion according to the exat and 
rregular temperament of the Organs. And to inanimate 
Creatures alſo, according to our obſervation, there pndenia- 
bly belongeth a kinde of imperfeR and obſcure cagnitionof 
their particular objeQs : as alſo a blinde ſenſe and dult affe&i- 
on of the moſt convenient and adzquate ; which Creatures 
have, for this determinate eleQion- of their determinate ob- 
jeas, lately acquired the name of Symparherical : and this 
dark perception of the moſt accommadate objeRs, ſerveth 
them mtead of the ſenſe of Vifion, and faculty of reafon. 
Befides this, there is alſo implanted in theſe inawrmare/ympe- 
thetical Creatures 8 certain Virtue, or Vital endowment, of 
infallible valor, and energy ; as to thoſe ends ordained by the 
Creator. There is alſo a third power: eonferted uppn' | 
tures of this qualification, reſulting fromithe conſpiracy, and: 
coefficiency of the two former : - which fitreth as-a filent 
Counſellor, and diſpenſerh commands-to them, either to-ad-

vance towards the amiable nc, or retreat from the 
offenſive and harmful object. in which che moſt blear-ey'd 
reaſon cannot but behold a certain narwral ſenſarivn,or affecti- 
onoof- determinate objects: yea, and what is more, a diſlike 
ani averſation. Which Climax, or threefold degree of »en- 
Sntelletual cognition, is more manifeſt inthe moſt ſtupid ſorts 
of Inſefs, as alſo in Fools and Mad men; who are no ſub- 
je&s to the prudent; fcepter of the Z»ee//e&, but ſubordinate 
to the dujler adviſfoes of //ex/c, and conform to: the provoca- 
tions of onely vi/aiat Light. And yet in theſe there is moreover 
a ſecond power, or a of their virtues ſpecifical and funQions 
vital: for the onely exerciſe whereof they were ordained. 
And thirdly, there is comprehended in them a far more con- 
ſpicuous at of Addreſs or Application, and Averſation or 
Avoidance : which ariſeth from the inſtin of their Forms, 
- Allwhich natural proprieties do yet more powerfully declare 
themſelves in ſexſitive Creatures : for to theſe belongeth a 
certain ſenſitive Imagination, with a gradual diſcourſe of ob- 
ſcure reaſon, which ſupplieth their defeR of an /nre//eF, and 
is more or leſs TS 2 and conſpicuous in every ſingle 
ſpecies: ſo that /agaciry, voluntary eleftion, and memory in 
fuch: fall under the apprehenſion of a comparative intelle# : 
their objects being yet changed, according to the variety of. 
matter, propenſe to variations, diſtinctions, and ſingularities, 
Moreover, "in ſuch there is an emanative or effluxive power 
collaterally annexed to their virtues; whereby their Souls are 
more or leſs propenſe to the exerciſes of their element, be- 
aign, and wholſom, or wilde and deſtructive endowments, or 
_ eſſential. And finally,they are enriched with a native 
efire of complacency, of abborrence ordiſlike, and of concups- 
ſcence, immetiately-enſaing —_ their conſideration of the 
mo orevil of the object : which power or propenſity is ſo 
ly counited to the /ex/ſitive ſoxl, that it ſeems almoſt im- 
pole c obſervation, that any.man ſhould at once' ſee two 
-perſons together, and. not inſtantly. become more 
aﬀected-to:wne then the other. And theſe things, which.are 
ſufficiently. operative even in meerly Corporral and inanimate 
natures, ' of confeſled- efficacy in ſex/irive, and in boyh amis 
: ; (4) 
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of more or leſs acuteneſs, according to the obedient or re- 
fractary prediſpoſition of the recipent : cannot but be, for the 
ſame reaſon, of more clarified and ſublime energy in men. 
Finally, it isnot the ſenſe of our thoughts, that the Image 
of Godin man ſhould fall under ſuch groſs diſparagement, as 
to be conſidered as dependent on any Ternary of Faculties ; 
which naturally belongeth alſo to other inferior natures in 


this ſcene of the world, Becauſe the dignity of the —_— of 


the moſt glorious Fehovah is not, in any the largeſt latitude of 
Analogy, participated by any other Creature whatever : ſince 
the Divine Image is peculiarly radicated in the humane Soul, 
and equally proper to it with its very eſſence : but all other 
proprieties of the Soul are not of the eſſence of the Minde 
but productions and ſubſequent acts. Nor -can it ſtand with 
the Majeſty of the Divine mage, tobe deſumed fromiſo poor 
an Original as qualities ; for the proprieties and excelſencies 
of all other created forms concur, -and are as it were colli- 


quated or melted together into the eſſence of the Soul, by . 


virtue of the Divine Image. But if theſe be accounted as at- 
tributes and produ#ions : that muſt be charged upon the miſe- 
rable manner, and cuſtomary abuſe of underſtanding, ac- 
cording to the capacity of the Vulgar. For in equitable truth, 
the minde is one ſingle act, pure,ſimple,formal, homogeneous, 
and indiviſible ; in which the Image of God doth ſubfiſt 
proximely and eſſentially. So that in this Image, all faculties 
do not onely lay aſide the nature of Atrrib»tes : but alſo col- 
lect and binde up their ſuppoſitionalities into an unity in- 
diſtinct. Why, becauſe the Soul is a certain ſubſtantial light 
within her ſelf - ora ſubſtance fo lucid, that in ſuppoſitiona- 
lity of eſſence,it cannot be diſtinguiſhed from the very lighe : 
and her intelle& is fo the light of the Minde, that the very 
Minde is the meer lucid intellet. And in this felf-light the 
Minde, once uncaptived from the opacity of fleſh and blood, 
doth wholly and intimately ſurvey ic ſelf, and underſtand its 
own nature: and therefore hath no need either of brain or 
heart ; in which material Organs, the ſubſtance of the Minde 


doth feem to ſtoop. unto the aſſumption of the progeny or 


ſtock of proprieries ; thatis, the Soul is diffuſed or emiſſively 
Lee fee Bb expanſed 
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zpſed into ſeveral tranſitory Faculties. To ſpeak more plain- 
ly ; in the body, when the Intelle& is abſtracted in ſpeculati- 
on, it makes uſe of corporeal Organs, to which it is obliged : 
and aſſumes a certain Yirtze qualitatzve, called Imagination ; 
which from the conjunQion or ſociety of the power phanta- 
ftical, and concurrent ſplendorof the :»re//e#, ſuffering ſome 
degradation in the Organs, ſpringeth up, by a certain com- 
bination, into the forementioned qualitative Faculty. And 
hence comes it to paſs, that this Facx/ry groweth weary by 
long and intenſe Imagination, ſeemeth wholly vanquiſhed by 
dificule, knotty, and abſtruſe meditation,and frequently ſub- 
mits to dementation or madneſs: nay, as the obſervation of 
Plrylicians te{lech us, with one nights penfive ſtudy, and anxi- 
ey of thought, the bair of young heads hath put on the 
Glver Livery of old age. But the minde, once emancipated 
from the pedantiſm of fleſh and blood, is never weary with 
continued intelleion. Moreover, the Imagination in this life 
is not onely ſubje& to laſſation : bur from the magazine of 
it elf hath not any intellefive ſpecies, which it hath nor 
drawn in from ſenſible objeſs. And therefore the Intelleftive 
Faculty, which concurreth and cooperateth. with the phar-: 
raftical function of the Sexfitive Soul, followeth the conſti- 
tution or temperamental diſpoſition of the Orgay, and arbi- 
trary dictates of the Sexſir:ve Life : no otherwiſe then in- 
Naturals the effect followeth the weaker part of their Cauſes. 
But the Soul, whatſoever is requiſite for Cognition; Com- 


memoration, or Volition, either for one ſingle act, or many, 


hath wholly from it ſelf, and borroweth it from no other 
forein liry concurrent,. For the good ſubſtantial Will 
of a Soul advanced to bextitude, aciſeth got from the object 
underſtood :. but from the radical goodneſs of her own: For- 


wal love, which is, indeed, no proper paſſion of theſou!, no- 


habit, no propenſion,. nor any quality ; but a ſubſtantial acc 


of goodneſs, by which the bleſſed Soul is /ubftantially, uni- 


vocally, and homogeneally, not que/52arively good, And this 
prerogative it enjoyeth, becauſe it is the Typical Image of D5-- 
24xit).. But bodies, of their own accord, perpetually fall into 
the attributes of forms, heterogeneity, viciflicudes,. and « 
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length into diffolution. Therefore Love or  Defire of the 
Minde, is no function of the Apperirtive faculty : but is a part 
of the ſubſtantial Minde, or rather the very Minde it felf, 
flowing from the [ntelleF and will, Which three are, by the 
hand of the Creator, married indifſolubly into an eternal unity, 
in the puteſt and moſt abſojute identity and ſimplicity of 


ſubſtance. Yet in Mortals they are ſeparate and diſtin, as 


well inreſpe& of the neceſſity of Organs, and diſparity of 
T conjundatve operattort 
of the Senſitive Sox! : Since now we frequently defire thofe 
things, which the /nte#e# judgerh not defiderable, and the 
will would wiſh never to enjoy. But neceffary it is that fuch 
things,whoſe operations are different, ſhould be alſo different 
in the root of their Beings, by a manner of diſtintion,where- 
by each ſingle nature is ſeparated from others: in the ind? 
truly by a Suppoſttionality relative : inthe Sexfitive Sonl, ac- 
cording to the corporeal and qnalitatrve natave. And there- 
fore that amorous defire of the Minde, is the radical eſfence 
of the Soul, conſubſtantial and coxyous to x. So though itt 
Heaven be a fatiety and perpetual fruition of all defiderable 
good : yet doth not this deſire of the Soul therefore ceaſe, 
which is a conſtant ſtady of Complacency : nor doth it more 
infer a paſſion ints the Minde,then Chzriry it felf, ſince Love 
and Charity are inthe Soul radically one and the fame rhing. 
Otherwiſe ſhould this deſire ceaſe, and the ardor off Love 
ſuffer extixiction,cither a /aricry or inſexfiliry of fruition would 
inſtant! you up; which cannot conſiſt with a ſtate of full 
beatitude, would infer diſcord npornt the calm arid con- 
ftant harmony of a Soul once admitted into the Chor of 
Saints triumphant, Aid thus this Defre is the incendiary that 
doch both kindle and maintain the flames of interminable de- 
tefation, and joyes inſatiate and inextingmiſhible ; in which 
confideration the Soul wears the reſemblance of che Holy 
Ghoſt the Comforter. Now manifeſt it is, that in the Minde, 
the imelle8, will, and Love are fubſtantially counited * but 
irs the ſenſitive Sout, their aperations are diſtingniſhed; ac-' 
cording to the determinate alreriry of Faculties and their 
Organs ; when we ar a objeds, we - not 
2 elire, 
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defire, and deſire many we hardly underſtand, and fuch in- 
deed as our will, if let to the ſwinge of its own native pro- 
penſity, would decline the enjoyment of ; as in example, we 
will what we defire not, when we willingly ſubmit to the 
ſtroke of the Executioner: and defire what our will abhors, 
when we call for the diſmembring ſawe of the Chirurgeon,and 
gladly embrace the horror of amputation. Whence it comes 
to - that ſometimes the. Will giveth laws to the deſire ; 
and on the contrary,frequently the deſire uſurpeth the ſcepter 
and commands the Will : So that theſe two Lords mutuall 
vanquiſh and ſucceed each the other, by viciſſirudes. Which 
Civil War muſt ſo long continue in theſe our walls of fleſh, 
as the ſenſitive Soul draweth and engageth the Intelle, and 
the body draweth and engageth the ſenſitive Soul , into a 
multiplex and various ataxy or irregularity of diviſion. And 
from this inteſtine Duello ariſe thoſe abſurd deſires of objeas 
:mpoſſibleto be obtained, and wiſhes of things in the pre/ext 
zenſe, which the unalterable Grammar of Time hath made in 
the preterperfett, and .excepted. from. ever being declined in 
the furwre. | | | 
But this Deſre;enſhrined in the ſubſtance of the Soul, muſt 
be of the eſſence of theMinde : Otherwiſe he could not 
commit a fin, who looked upon a woman to luſt after her, 
before the plenary conſent of the z7//. Our defires therefore 
are elemented and coyned in the mint of mortal and caduce 
faculties ; which ſeated inthe Senſitive Soul, rival the opera- 
tions of the immortal and rational : whoſe objeQs are many 
times rejected by the 1 2s inconvenient and ungrateful.. 
As to the manner alſo, the deſire, in this life, operateth one 
way,and the 77:1) another.: and inthe narrow circle of a day; 
ſometimes the defire, precedeth the 7311, and anon again the 
will getteth the ſtart of the Deſire, and one ſubdueth-the: 
other ſucceſſively, that the vior -may reſtrain-and coerce 
ſomething diſtin from itſelf : and this wholly in the tranft- 
tory faculties ; becauſe each ariſeth from the concupiſcence of 
the Sexjirive Soxd,, But in the glorious denizens of Paradiſe, 
this excellent Love, or amorqus Deſpre, feeleth a reſurreRtion. 
and brighter aſcenſion, as. being, the luminous ſubſtance 4 
| nn I k 
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the Soul : for there is nothing deſired, which is not alſo the 
full object of the Will: and thatis collected into an unity, 
as well in regard of the a#, as of the /#b/taxce : although 
Yolitionand Optation ſeem two diverſe branches expanſed from 
one root ; which far tranſcendeth the manner and method of 
intellection in thoſe, who have not yet confeſſed their duſt. 
- Laſtly, in man is ſituate the K:gdom of God, that is the 
very Deity it felf, by whoſe perpetual ſplendor all things are 
collected into the unity of verity. The mage of God therefore 
is primarily in the minde of man, whoſe very eſſence is no 
othin then the very Image ef God, Which Image falleth not 
under the comprehenſion of the moft ſubtilethought,nor can 
be expreſſed by any the moſt ſignificant words, in this vale of 
ignorance: in regard it is the mirror of the incomprehenſible 
Divinity ; and hence alſo is it, that the ſoul while immured in 
this cloyſter of fleſh, cannot reach the knowledg of her own 
nature, but muſt remain a ſtranger to it ſelf. | 
But in the Cortex or ſhrine of the Minde, the /eſtive and 

vital Form, this Image of Divinity is'viſible by reflexion, as 
being relucent in the Faculties : yet ſuffering a great allay of 
ſplendor from the opacity of the body ; becauſe obumbrated 
by the cloud of brutal generation, and infected with morta- 
lity and pollution by the inquination of our nature faln from 
its primitive purity: by reaſon whereof the-body hath not 
received the Image, but at ſecond hand borrowed onely the 
Figure of the Deity. But alas! the miſerable Minde, de- 
volved into outward darkneſs, as it hath divorced it ſelf from 
an unity with the Zight ancreate, and infringed the originary 
energy of this Image of Divinity : ſo alſo hath ir loſt the 
primitive-light of that Image, by the bold appropriation of it 
as juſtly proper to it ſelf by the title of merit ; ſo-that ever 
fince the fall it can #»derſtard, will, or love noobject befides 
it ſelf, and in order to it ſelf. For the damned ſhall ariſe from 
the dead unchanged : becauſe their bodies, in the reſurreQi- 
on, ſhall receive their determinations from their ſouls, which 
ſince they appear with all:their depraved affections, 'reflected 
onely on themſelves, after a-corporeal manner ; they ſhall 
not, inthe reſurrection, or” the [mage of God, being 
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as it were ſuffocated within them , unleſs in that corporeal 
ſimilitude derived from Adaw, the Protoplaſt, by the means 
of generation ; that is, they ſhall have no more of the Image 
ef God, then what is weakly and darkly reflected inthe figure 
of the body. Laſtly, the Soul (underſtand onely ſuch, as is 
excluded the New 7eruſelew) being once faln, by the horrid 
CataraR of death, upon the privation of thoſe aſſiſtant Fa- 
culties, the 9%. gee Memory, and Will; \doth for ever 
8fter underftand, will, and love. all objeds, by a blinde ap- 
peehenſion, addicted onely to it ſelf. For it knoweth its own 
immortality, becometh fenſible of its damnation, and with 
ſecret murmurs complaineth of it, asan a of high injuſtice 
done upon it. Becauſe all the bent and ſcope of its love 1s one- 
ly to defend its excuſes for ſins, ſecretly to recriminate upon 
the band of Juſtice, by palliating the guilt of Crimes, as if 
committed in the days of ignorance and innocence, with 
great fragility of nature, many crafty. wiles and treacherous 
invitements of our three Adverfaries, the World, Fleſh, and 
Devil, and the defe& of Grace ſuftictent to encounter ſuch 
forcible temptations: and that an eternal puniſhment (as far 
deyond all patience to endure, as allflux of time to end) can- 
nat according to the laws of Juſtice. be due for a momenta 
reflion, And at this it burneth with blafphemous rage 
and furious hatred againſt God : chiefly berauſe ir istoo 
well aſcertained, that the judgmene can never be reverfed by 
atty replea of error, nor the arreſttaken off by any reprieve, 
till the impoſſible period of eternity ; all hopes of evading 
the unceſſant ſcourge of Gods wrath being forever cut off in 
deſpair. Thus the mmpoſkibility either of evaſion or ceſfation 
iv gy, 15 as Eternity, the Caitiff foul, plunged in 
. adelugez of deſperation thatſhall never know an ebbe, from 
minite of her diſunion from the body, paſfeth inco 


the 
an abyſs of horroc ; where ſhall be no-piety, no compaſſion, 
no conſolation, no relaxation, and no redemprion or revoca- 
tion. To which fad truth we may adde, that fincethe inre/e3 
doth naturally transform it ſelf into the idea of the objea 
underſtood ( which the ancient Erhnick, Phitoſophers well 
knew, and elegantly blended under the parabolical fition of 


Proteus) 
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or, Helmont's viſion of the Soul. 


Protes) that is, into the full ſimilitude of thoſe curſed Devils 
and Spirits created for revenge, that are ever objected unto it : 
Hence is the Soul contiually poſſeſſed with an high hatred of 
God, and his bleſſed Army of Saints and Angels; together 
with deſperation, malediQtion, damnation, and the vindictive 
tortures of thoſe infernal executioners. O may the Mercy of 
Omnipotence, upon the ſole motive of his own infinite goodneſs 
and clemency, youchſafe to break thoſe ſnares laid in all the 
paths of our life, to precipitate us into this miſery, that muſt 
finde neither remedy, releaſe, nor end. * Amen.
